Arab Union 
Dissolved by 


Jordan; Iraq 
Assets Held 


AMMAN (AP)—The Jorda- 
nian Government Saturday an- 
nounced it has formally dissolv- 
ed the Arab Union which had 
linked it with Iraq, the Govern- 
ment of which was overthrown 
July 17 by revolutionaries. 


Dissolvement of the union 
means Jordan would have no 
legal authority for using force 
to eliminate the new Iraqi Gov- 
ernment and attempting to re- 
store the union. 


The union, which was formed 
on Feb. 14, is somewhat similar 
to the association which links 
Egypt and Syria—the United 
Arab Republic. 

Jordan's decision to Wipe the 
union of the books was dated 
Aug. 1, the same day Britain 
recognized the new Iraqi regime 
as the Government of the in- 
dependent country. 

The Jordanian Government is 
hostile to the Iraqi regime since 
it grabbed power by killing 
King Hussein's cousin, King 
Feisal. 

The decision to eliminate the 
union taken by the Jordanian 
Council of Ministers, calls for 
Jordan to hold all property of 
the union which is in Jordan at 
time of the Iraqi coup. 

It also calls for an expansion 
of the Jordanian Parliament so 
as to iticrease representation of 
the people. The Lower House 
is to be boosted from 40 to 50 
seats and the Senate from 20 
to 25. 

At the same time, Said Mufti, 
president of the union Legisla- 
tive Council, was reappointed 
to his old job as president of 
Jordan's Upper House, 

The amount of union or Iraqi 
property in Jordan was not dis- 
closed in a formal statement. 
The statement said the decision 
Was made because “the recent 
coup Has put the Iraqi part of 
the union in a condition where 
it is unable to fulfill its share 
of responsibilities.” 

Under the decision, the Jor- 
danian Constitution—which had 
been amended to permit the ex- 
istence of the union Constitw 
tion—will be again amended so 
that it reverts to its old pre 
union state. 

The official Government Ga- 
zette published decrees Saturday 
which ordered the seizure of 
union bank accounts held in the 
Rafidian Bank or the Arab 
Bank. 

Also ordered seized were the 
bank account of the former Ira- 
qi Embassy in Amman and any 
accounts which the Central Ira- 
qi Bank of Baghdad may have 
in the Rafidian Bank. 


Assurances Sought 
On China Policy 


WASHINGTON (AP)—<Autho- 
ritative diplomatic sources said 
Sunday Japan is seeking U.S. 
assurances of prior ‘notification 
and close consultations with the 
United States in the event of 
any adjustment of U.S. policy to- 
ward China. 

This subject is one of the 
prime topics Foreign Minister 
Alichiro Fujivama wants to dis- 
cuss in his Sept. 11-12 meetings 
with Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, the sources add- 
ed. 

At the same time U.S. officials 
emphasized that no change is 
contemplated in the U.S. policy 
of non-recognition and total em- 
bargo on trade with Red China. 

The Japanese were said to be 
teking the view that while they 
are not advocating any change 
at the present time, the govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi wants advance con- 
sultations and time to adjust its 
foreign policy accordingly if and 
when the United States accords 
even de, facto recognition to Pei- 
ping. 

Presumably this view was 
relayed to Dulles Friday during 
a meeting with Japanese Am- 
bassador Koichiro Asakal, new- 
ly returned from Tokyo con- 
sultations. 

Japanese ‘diplomats have 
made no secret of their con- 
cern at a threatened boycott of 
Japanese goods and efforts by 
Peiping to undersell Japanese 
products in Southeast Asian 
markets, 

Ironically, American officials 
point out, Japan has been one 
of the leaders in efforts to low- 
er trade restrictions with the 
Chinese Communists at the Pa- 
ris meeting of Allied trading 
partners. The effect of this 
may be to heighten still further 
the competition of Communist 
China with Japan's exports to 
Southeast Asia.

Dumping of A-Wastes in Ocean 
May Contaminate Man: Russia 


MOSCOW ({UPI)—Russia 
warned Saturday that dumping 
of radioactive wastes in the 
ocean—already-being done in a 
small wavy bv  Britain—may 
some day contaminate the 


plants, fish and mammals of the 
sea and, through them, man 
himself. 


The warning came in a lec- 
ture by Soviet oceanographer 
Lev Zenkevitch to the Interna- 
tional Geographical Assembly. 

I drew general agreement 
from American scientists, such 
as Dr. Athelstan Spilhaus of 
the University of Minnesota, 
who said the world may some 
day have to “farm” the ocean. 

Zenkevitch spoke before an 
international gathering of 450 
scientists from 35 countries. The 
subjects touched on in closed 
working groups or informal! dis- 
cussions were overshadowed by 
speculation on Russian plans for 
hitting the moon first. 

The moon strike is not part 
of the IGY program, but many 
scientists here are involved in 
satellite activities. Thev are in- 
terested in whether Russia is 


evident United States intention 


moon. 

Some Western scientists here 
said they believe Russia is work- 
ing top-speed on a moon rocket 
and may surprise the West 
again, as it did with the sput- 
niks. 

Zenkevitch disputed the theo 
ry that radioactive industrial 
waste can be safely lowered into 
holes in the ocean 
bed, The six-mile-leep “Tonga” 
trench in the north Pacific has 
been suggested as a good place. 

Zenkevitch said Soviet ocean- 
ographers have studied the Ton- 
ga trench and concluded that 
even at the “greatest depths” 
there is “sufficiently rapid” cir- 
culation of water. 


Thus, he said, “radioactive 
compounds of waste materials 
buried in deep water trenches 
and turning into solutions would 
unavoidably be carried to sur- 
face layers of the ocean within 
the range of economic activity 
of man, where sooner or liater

Blind, Deaf and Dumb Artisan . 


By KENJI ARAI 


KOBE—Close your eyes wit 
trv to build a house of cards 
with nobody helping you or 
giving you directions. You'll 
likely end by seattering the] 
cards all around you. 

In Kobe a blind, deaf and} 
dumb youth has perfected a} 
number of elaborate model 
ships and airplanes—exact Te 
plicas of the originals in every 
detail. His only resources: m 
tuition and the sense of touch, 

His works will be announced 
at the ceremonies due in To 
kyo Oct. 4 marking the 80th 
year of education for the blind 
and deaf in Japan. They'll be 
mentioned in an anniversary 
commemoration publication, | 
too, 


They are such excellent 
works you'll find it difficult to 
credit them to the blind youth 
unless you actually see him at 
work. 

Shigenori Matsui, 23, a stu- 
dent in the nigh school depart- 
ment of the Kobe Municipal 
School for the Blind, has made 
many other things and had been | 
cited by the Helen Keller | 
Foundation and the Kobe City 
Education Committee. 

In 1994 he won a prize from 
the Minister of Welfare for his 
hand-molded earthenware ef- 
tered at a national exhibition 
of productions by the physically 
handicapped. 

Matsui was born a normal 
child and remained so until the 
age of seven, when: fever made 
him blind. In the next year he 
became deaf and dumb, 

His father was already dead 
and he was brought up by his 
mother. The child with the 
triple affliction had an unusual

Japan Through Stamps 


‘Men of Culture’ Series, No. 12 


One of the currently more ex- 
pensive in Japan’s “Men of Cul 
ture” series is the blue ¥S stamp 
dedicated to the noted painter, 
Shunso Hishida. Exactly 10 
million of the stamps were 
issued on Sept. 21, 1951. 

Hishida was born in Iida, Na- 
gano Prefecture, in 1874. He 
was extremely bright even in 
childhood days and spent hours 
observing natural phenomena be- 
fore painting anything. 

He became quite well known 
as an artist while still a teen- 
ager, In 1895 he graduated from 
the Tokyo University of Fine 
Arts and became an assistant 
professor the very next year. 

Hishida joined the Japan Art 
Institute, an art association 
founded in 1897 by Gaho Hashi- 
moto and became well known 
as one of his best disciples. 

The young artist visited India 
in 1903 with the great painter 
Taikan Yokoyama and toured 
sacred places connected with the 
life of Lord Buddha. Yoko- 
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Shunso Hishida 
, 
yama, incidentally, died last 


spring at the ripe old age of 90, 
and is considered to be one of 
the greatest painters in Japanese 
history. 

Hishida then went to the 
United States in 1904, together 
rith the noted Japanese art 
critic Tenshin Okakura. Hishi- 
da also visited Paris in 1905 


and exhibited his works at an 
exposition there, 


Also in 1904 and 1905, when 
Hishida and Yokoyama held art 
exhibitions In New York, Boston 
and Washingten, D.C,, they won 
great admiration and praise 
from American connoisseurs 
and critics, 


Yokoyama and Hishida were 
the only painters of the Japan 
Art Institute who consistently 
endeavored to reform Japan's 
Classical fine arts as instructed 
by Okakura, their Inspired lead- 
er. Hishida painted pictures that 
manifested revolutionary 
changes from past traditions, 


The Japanese genius won in- 
ternational recognition for his 
paintings, particularly in Ame- 
rica, «ngland and France. 

Hishida, incidentally, suffered 
severely from an eve disease. 
And in apite of his painting 
talent and artistic fame, he 
died in poverty while compara- 
tively young, in 1911.

A central “economic sphere” 
is being formed with Nagoya 
as its center as against the 
eastern and western economic 
spheres with Tokyo and Osaka 
as their respective centers 
Viewed from the standpoint of 
distribution of goods, invest 
ments and interchange of per 
sonnel, economic ties are part 
cularly strong among the three 
wrefectures of Aichi, Gifu and 

le, with Aichi as the core. 


It is expected that this cen- 
tral economic sphere will 
gradually extend its frontiers 
to other prefectures in the cen- 
tral part of Japan. 

This econoniic sphere, 0oc- 
cupying the-central part of Ja- 
pan and located on the rich, 
fertile plains in the valley of 


the River Kiso, has been the 
center of land and marine 
transportation from olden 


times, 


Under these favorable condi- 
tions, agriculture and . many 
other industries have prospered 
in this region. However, 
nowadays, the spark plug of all 
the industrial activities in this 
region is the manufacturing 
industry, which has been parti- 
cularly active in recent years. 


Industrial Structure 


We will mow trace the eco- 
nomic development of this 
region: from the standpoint of 
change in industrial structure. 


The proportion of income 
earned by secondary industries 
in Aichi Prefecture, which stood 

at 32.7 per cent of the total in 
1950, sharply rose to 41.2 per 
cent, (The percentage for 
tertiary industries is approxi- 
mately on the same level.) 


It is clear that this rapid 
development of secondary in- 


dustries, particularly manu- 
facturing industries, been 
responsible for the general 


industrial development of this 
region as a whole, 


A closer examination of the 
manufacturing industries in this 
district will reveal the follow- 
ing facts. 

The total deliveries of the 
manufacturing industries rez- 
istered an increase of ¥601,700 
million, or a 4.3 fold advance, 
over the amount achieved in 
1950, 

Classified according to in- 
dustries, the textile and ap- 
parel manufacturing industries 
comprised 226,500 million, or 
37.6 per cent, of this increase, 
and the transportation mach- 
inery industry ¥76,400 million 
or 12.7 per cent. The increase 
in the latter case is due mainly 
to the remarkable progress of 
the motor vehicle manufactur- 
ing industry. in the past two or 
three years. ‘ 

Following the motor 
industry are the food proces 
sing industry (755,500 million 
or 9.2 per cent), the machinery 


vehicle 


industry (¥52,400 millian or 
8.7 per cent), the chemical 
industry (¥49,500 million or 


8.2 per cent), and the iron and

steel industry (¥44,800 million 
or 7.4 per cent.) 

We may draw the following 
conclusions concerning the 
aboveanentioned industrial de- 
velopments of this region, if 
viewed from the standpoint of 
changes in deliveries according 
to industries. 

The textile industry, which 
occupied the largest percentage 
in the total amount of deliveries 
in the past, has been gradually 
losing its importance since 
1956 when it recorded 39.5 per 
cent. 


As against this tendency, the 
chemical and fron-steel indus- 
tries are steadily gaining in 
importance in recent years. 
Particularly remarkable is the 
transportation machinery in- 
dustry. 


We may safely conclude from 
these facts that there is a 
tendency in evidence that 
heavy and chemical industries 
are becoming more and more 
important in thé industrial 
structure of this region. 


Favorable Conditions 


Furthermore, prospects are 
bright for the industrial de- 
velopment in this direction 
since conditions, including 
geographical conditions, are ex- 
tremely favorable for the 
development of heavy and 
chemical industries. 

This is the reason why leaders 
in many quarters are attaching 
importance to this region as a 
promising industrial area of 
Japan, 

One of the immediate ques- 
tions to be tackled in order to 
facilitate a transition to the 
industrialization of this eco- 
nomic sphere and secure its 
future prosperity, is how to 
create and promote favorable 
conditions for the development 
of heavy and chemical indus- 
tries. 

These conditions include the 
construction of industrial zones, 
construction of power dams 
and water reservoirs, and 
repair and construction of roads 
and railways. 

It should be emphasized here 
that conditions are also favor- 
able for starting any of these 
construction works. 

The Aichi Prefectural Govern- 
ment is now planning to con- 
struct four main industrial zones 
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in the prefecture; namely, a 17 
million square foot area to the 
south of Nagoya, another 4 mil- 
lion square foot zone to the west 
of the city, a 22 million square 
foot industrial zone along the 
inlet of Koromogaura, and a 
6 million square foot zone in 
Higashi Mikawa. 

All these industrial zones are 
to be located in the coastal areas 
of the prefecture. 

On the other hand, the Mie 
Prefectural Government is stu- 
dying a plan to establish a 4 
million square foot industrial 
zone near Yokkaichi, as one ad- 
joining the western industrial 
areas of Nagoya. 


Various Projects 


While plans are under way to 
establish these large industrial 
zones, a large water reservoir is 
now under construction for the 
purpose of securing industrial 
water supply for this region. 


Upon completion scheduled in 


1960 the reservoir will supply 
28 million tons of water to Aichi 
Prefecture alone. ‘i 

As for power supply, a pian 
is afoot to increase the capacity 
of thermal power stations and 
construct new thermal power 
stations. The plan is scheduled 
to be completed in 1962. 

When the plan is completed, 
the total output capacity of both 
hydraulic and thermal power 
stations will be increased 80 per 
cent as against 1956. 


In addition to these, plans are ’ 


also under way to improve and 
expand roads and port facilities, 
Under these plans a large-scale 
dredging work of the Port of 
Nagoya will be started, while a 
super highspeed road will be 
constructed between Nagoya and 
Kobe. The latter is scheduled 
to be completed in 1962. 

In parallel with the construc- 
tien of this highspeed motor 
road, another road will be built 
between Nagoya and Yokkaichi 
in Mie Prefecture, which will 
help establish closer ties be- 
tween the coastal industrial 
zones of Nagova and the indus- 
trial areas of Yokkaichi. 

Completion of the above-men- 
tioned and other projects will 
certainly step up the develop- 
ment of heavy and chemical in- 
dustries in this region. 

The future of the industrial 
dévelopment of Aichi Prefec- 
ture, which will remain the nu- 
cleus of the central economic 
sphere, is envisioned as follows 
by the prefectural government 
authorities. 

The industrial production of 


the prefecture is estimated to 
reach ¥1,500.00 million in 1965, 
or an increase of 150 per cent 


over the level of 1956. The in- 
come of the people of Aichi Pre- 
fecture will increase twofold as 
a result of this. 

Generally speaking, the eco- 
nomic growth of the prefecture 
will be doubled in seven or eight 
years to come. 

From the foregoing, it will be 
easily seen that a great indus- 
trial future is in store for the 
central economic sphere, and 
this is the reason why people in 
marfiy quarters are keenly in- 
terested in its future.

= Economic Sphere 


Rapidly 


The “Chubu -economic sphere,” growing rapidly 
with Aichi Prefecture as its nucleus, is attracting in- 
creasing interest because of the important role to be 
played by it in the economic development: of this 


country. 

Located in the middle of the 
Kanto economic sphere centered 
on Tokyo and the Kansai eco- 
nomic sphere with Osaka as its 
pivot, the Chubu area is start- 
ing to form its own indepen- 
dent economic sphere as heavy 
industries are being  incor- 
porated into the local produc- 
tive activities. 

In the spring of this year, 
an industrialization program 
was formulated at the proposal 
of the Aichi Prefectural author- 
ities while a new iron. and 
steel manufacturing company 
called Tokai Seitetsu is expect- 
ed to be buikt in the industrial 
belt along the coast of Ise Bay 
embracing the two major ports 
of Nagoya and Yokkaichi. 

The huge project is expected 
to be launched Sept. 1 with 
funds shared by the Fuji Iron 
and Steel Co. and local finan- 
ciers. 


Extent of Sphere 


The Chubu economic. sphere 
comprises the three Tokai pre 
fectures of Aichi, Mie and Gifu, 
which have had economic rela- 
tions since early days, as well 
as the five prefectures which 
come under their direct eco- 
nomic and cultural influence, 
namely, Fukui, Ishikawa, To 
yama, Nagano and Shizuoka. 

Of the total national industri- 
al production in 1955, these five 
Chubu prefectures accounted 


for 20.3 per cent, of which 12.4. 


per cent was represented by 
the production of the three 
Tokai prefectures. The propor- 
tion of the production of these 
prefectures continues to in- 
crease rapidly. 


Aichi Prefecture, containing 
one of the largest imdustrial 
cities of Japan, Nagoya, pro 
duces 43 per cent of the total 
output of the whole Chubu 
district and 70.4 per cent of that 
of the three Tokai prefectures, 

The Chukyo induetfial belt, 
extending over the three Tokai 
prefectures, with Nagoya as 
the nucleus, is counted among 
the three major industrial 
centers of Japan, together with 
the Tokyo-Yokohama and Osa- 
ka-Kobe industrial districts. 
The industrial productivity of 
the Chukyo areas, which used 
to be half that of the other 
two areas is nearing the level 
of these areas. 


Nagoya Port 


This is obvious from the fol- 
lowing figures showing the 
change in the percentage of 
production of these three 
industrial districts which took 
place between 1935 and 1955: 
Osaka-Kobe, from 29.8 per cent 
to 20.5 per cent; Tokyo-Yoko- 
hama, from 22.7 per cent to 
21.9 per cent; Chukyo, from 
7.7 per cent to 8.7 per cent. 

During. these 20 years, 
duction of metals in the 
kyo area soared 6.3 times, that 
of chemical products by 3.2 
times and that of machinery by 


25 times. 


The inadequate port facilities 
and lack of mineral resources, 
which had constituted a deter- 
rept to the industrial develop- 
ment of the Chukyo area in the 
past, have been completely over- 
come, 

Today, Nagoya Port, the gate- 
way of the industrial area, ranks 
among the five major ports of 
Japan, with Kobe, Yokohama, 
Osaka and Tokyo Ports. 

During the calendar year of 
1957, Nagoya Port handled ex- 
ports and imports to the value 
of ¥191,487 million, the third 
largest volume handled at any 


pro- 
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Japanese port in that year, and 
gave accommodation to 2,689 in- 
coming and outgoing vessels, 
both Japanese and foreign. 


Bright Future 


The construction now under 
way to create the three new 
industrial districts of Yokkaichi 
Kuwana, eastern Chita Penin- 
sula and southern Nagoya pron 
ises a brighter future for th 
industrial activities of the area 
Their completion, coupled with 
the expansion of local road net 
works and port facilities, may 
boost the production level of! 
the area to a similar level to th: 
Kanto and Kansai industria! 
centers or most probably in ex 
cess of them. 

The projected Tokai Iron and 
Steel Co. will have an authorized 
capital of ¥10,000 million, of 
which $2,500 million has beet 
paid in. It will be the first 
manufacturer in this area t 
adopt a.continuous operatio) 
system of pig -iron and ste 
making with two 1,000-ton blas 
furnaces. The production tar 
get is 700,000 tons of pig tron 
600,000 tons of steel ingots an: 
450,000 tons of steel. 


The company will start busi 
ness in September and the con- 
struction of the factory will be 
launched within a year. The 
new firm is hoped to become a 
motive force behind the ac- 
tivities of the Chubu economic 
sphere. 

Aichi Industries 

Industrial development of Ai- 
chi Prefecture started with 
ceramic and textile production, 
was then spurred by the growth 
of the machinery and metals 
manufacturing -and more re- 
centiy has become most com 
spicuous in the chemical field. 

The progress of hydroelectric 
power resources development 
program and other numerous 
projects to construct a giant re- 
servoir for irrigation, port fact- 
lities and highways also and 
provided better conditions for 
future development. 

The wool industry in Aichi 
Prefecture has probably the 
longest history of production of 
woolen products in Japan. Pre- 
fecture’s output of woolen yarn 
occupied about 30 per cent of 
the national ‘total and that of 
woolen fabrics as much as 75 
per cent,

plants and equipment and this 
resulted in much improved 
quality and design of a wide 
range of woolen produets. About

The cotton textile ifidustry in 
Aichi Prefecture, too, is proud 
of its long historv. K produces 
about 20 per cent of the total 
national production of cotton 
yarn and 30 per cent in case 
of cotton textiles. A consicer- 
able portion of them is shipped 
abroad every year. 


Recent Trends ; 


In recent years, there was a 
remarkable development of 
chemical fiber manufacturing in 
the prefecture, The prefecture's 
plants account for about 29 per 
cent of all spun rayon yarn pro- 
duced in the country. The Toyo 
Rayon Co. is representative of 
the chemical fibers producers 
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Rayon, together with

the leading chemical fiber plants in Japan. 


It boasts the most 


up-to-date equipment with a hich derree of automation. enpable

The textile machine manu- 
facturing is also doing prosper- 
ous business, with these huge 


textiie industries nN the back- 
ground as the market for Hs 
products. 


Sewing machine production 
in the prefecture which has 
seem rapid development parti- 
cularly after the war, occupys 
some 28 per cemt of the total 
national output. About 85 per 
cent of all sewing machines 
manufactured in the prefec- 
tute are shipped abroad each 
year. The prefecture is also 
renowned for the production of 
bicycles and their parts. 

Equally famous is the prefec- 
ture’s clock preduction. Manu- 
facturers have begun producing

Establishment of the Japan 
Pottery Design Center may be 
said to be a “clean hit” in 
Japan's pottery industry circles 
in recent years. 


The design center was set up 
at a most opportune time two 
years ago, in August 1956. If 
the establishment had come 
earlier, it would not have re- 
ceived enthusiastic support of 
the industry and Government 
as at present. 


On the other hand, if the cen- 
ter had not been in existence, 
Japan's pottery industry would 
have failed to maintain its pres- 
ent position in the face of vehe- 
ment accusations from foreign 
countries. 


The design center got off to 
a quick and spectacular start 
upon its inauguration in re- 
sponse to the requirements of 
the times. 

The design center has two 
major functions: (1) to prevent 
the imitation of designs and (2) 
to accord conveniences to de- 
signers to help them create new 
designs, 

As a means of preventing 
imitations, a new system has 
been in force whereby designs 
are registered at this design of- 
fice so that products bearing 
imitated designs may be barred 
from export. For this purpose, 


There 


are few such appeals, however,

the center inspects the designs 
of all pottery for export and is- 
sues certificates only for those 
confirmed not to be imitations. 
In other words, pottery cannot 
be exported without this certifi- 
cate, 


This system is more effective 
than the Patent Agency's reg- 
istration system under which 
designs violations are dealt with 
only after receipt of complaint. 
Meanwhile, the design center is 
empowered to crack down on 
imitations without complaints 
being filed with it. 


‘One noteworthy characteristic 
of this system is that it is 


enforced not by law but an 
agreement among pottery manu- 
facturers. At first, it is more dif- 
ficult to abide by the system 
than to be bound by law. But, 
when fully observed, the sys- 
tem proves to be more useful 
than the law in promptly set- 
tiing Knotty issues. 


Training of designers is one 
of the most positive activities 
of the design center. For ex- 
ample, a lecture meeting is 
sponsored every month with top 
designers as lecturers. Even 
foreign designers are invited 
from time to. time. These 
activities are supported by the 
Smaller Enterprise Agency and 
Japan External Trade Recovery 
Organization. 


Another significant job being 
done by this center is the selec- 
tion of designers to be dispatch- 
ed by JETRO to foreign coun- 
tries for study. Two persons 
who had studied abroad on a 
JETRO scholarship have al- 
ready returned to Japan, and 
two are now overseas. 


Now that Japanese-type de- 
signs are in fashion throughout 
the world, strenuous efforts are 
being made to step up pottery 
exports free from foreign com- 
plaints about copying. 

I believe that the design cen- 
ter will be able to render better 
service from late this year 
when its new office now under 
construction is to be completed. 


Chinaware and porcelain 
production has been flourishing 
in Tokai district since times un- 
known and many manufacturing 
secrets have been handed down 
and preserved to this day. 

The basis of the prosperous 
ceramic production in Tokai 
area js, of course, the rich 
material clay resources in Seto 
and Tajimi. 

The high technological stand- 
ards and rich materials were 
chiefly responsible for a re- 
markable expansion of the cera- 
mic production in this district 
in the first half of the present 
century. The production in- 
creased from about 65 per cent 
of the national total In the early 
twenties to nearly 80 per cent 
at present. 

Main items of products are 
tablewares which constitute 
about 45 per cent of the total 
production, insulators and other 
supplies to electric industries 
(16 per cent), tiles (14 per cent) 
and novelties (14 per cent). 
Production figures are shown in

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Aichi Prefecture, centering on the ancient city of 
Nagoya, abounds in scenic spots and places of histori- 
cal interest. Until 1945, its most famous tourist ar- 
traction was the magnificent Nagoya castle with its 
two gleaming dolphins mounted atop a five-storied 
donjon some 150 feet high. 

Unfortunately, the castle was reduced to ashes 
in the ‘air raids of the last war, but visitors to the 
city can still see the remnants of its once-beautiful 
white turrets. Plans are being made to rebuild this 
historic castle with a donjon of ferroconcrete. 

Those interested in ceramics should make a trip 
to Seto some 13 miles from Nagoya, whose kilns 
boast the oldest history of any in Japan. Seto is still 
one of the busiest centers of the porcelain industry 
in this country. 

Another “‘must” for visitors to this district is the 
celebrated Japan Rhine, forming the lower section 
of the Kiso rapids. Shooting the rapids is a thrilling, 
but not dangerous, experience thanks to the skill of 
the boatmen.

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Drug Firms 
Accused 
Of Monopoly 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Federal Trade Commission 


(FTC) accused six leading drug |} 
firms Saturday of attempting to 
monopolize the $330 million a 
year “wonder drug” industry. 

The commission, which po- 
lices fair trade practices, claim: 
ed the firme maintained “ar- 
bitraryv, artificial, noncompeti- 
tive and rigid” prices for the 
so-called “life-saving” drugs. 

It also accused one of the 
firms, Charles Pfizer & Co.,| 
Brooklyn, New York, of making | 
false and misleading statements 
to the U.S. Patent Office so 
colild get a-patent on tetracy- 
cline, key drug among the 
antibiotics which include avu- 
veomycin and terramycin. 


Business for Pfizer 

-The commission said sales of 
this drug brought $100 million 
jast year. It added that all the 
business went to Pfizer and five 
other companies which it licens- 
ed to sell tetracycline. 

In addition Pfizer, 
plaint named: 

American Cyanamid Co., Brigy 
tol-Myers Co., and Olin Mathie- 
son Chemical Corp., all of New 
York City; Bristol Laboratories 
Inc., Syracuse, New York and 
the Upjohn Co., Kalamazoo, Mi- 
chigan.

complaint. A hearing was 
scheduled for Oct. 1 in New 


York City before in FTC hearing 
examiner. 

John FE. Mackeen, president of 
Pfizer, denied the allegations. 
He said: “Pfizer had never en- 
gaged in a conspiracy, never 
fixed prices, and wields no mono- 
polistic powers.” He labeled 
as “utterly baseless’ the charge 
the company had misied the 
Patent Office. 

A general denial also was 
issued by W. G. Maicolm, presid- 
ent of Cyanamid. 

The commission included the 
two Bristol firms and Cyanamid 
in a charge of withholding 
“material and probative” infor- 
mation from the Patent Office. 
These three firms, as well as 
Olin Mathieson and Upjohn, also 
were charged with soliciting and 
accepting from Pfizer licenses 
to make and sell tetracycline, 
knowing Pfizer had submitted 
faise information to the Patent 
Office, 

‘No Real Invention’ 

The FTC complaint alsa charg- 
ed there was “no real invention 
or novelty” in Pfizer's claims 
for the tetracycline patent, 

The complaint alleged that 
the licensing arrangements had 
the effect of preventing compe- 
tition in the production and sale 
of the drugs. 

The charges were based on a 
full-scale two-year investigation 
which delved into prices, 
patents, production and market- 
ing, 

The complaint reviewed the 
importance of the drugs as a 
preface to the charges. It said 
that among the diseases which 
they effectively combat are 
pneumonia, syphilis, typhoid 
fever, meningitis, tuberculosis, 
plague and streptococcal infec- 
tions. 


Best-Selling Drugs 

The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion said the so-called “wonder 
drugs” had become America’s 
best-selling medicines. 

The announcement that the 
“wonder drugs” were the most 
popular medicines in the US. 
was made in. a 36-page report 
based on 4 two-year study to 
find out if the antibiotics were 
available at “reasonable prices.” 

The FTC noted that the rapid 

development of the industry be- 
gan during World War LU, spur- 
red by the Government's promo- 
tion of research, particularly in 
the penicillin and sulfa drug 
fields, It added that the produc- 
tion of life-saving drugs got an- 
other boost during the Korean 
War. 
@ it said the most widely used 
antibiotic Was penicillin. It 
noted that antibiotics represent- 
ed 12.7 per cent of all prescrip- 
tions written in 1955, compared 
with 1.5 per cent in 1948,

The chief reason why these 


leaders were trying to avoid pre. 
senting a supplementary budget 
bill to the coming extraordinary 
Diet to activate business through 
financial measures is that such 
budgetary action at this time 
would possibly touch off a fierce 
scrambie for budget appropria- 
tions, the party source said.

The Japanese heavy industry 
was growing enormously and 
heavy coking coal of the quality 
found in Australia was needed. 
Japanese coking coal was too 
light. 

Heavy coal in sufficient quan- 
tities would have to be found 
before expansion plans for the 
steel industry could go ahead. 

“Japan uses nine million tons 
of coal a year and we could 
offer you a permanent market,” 
Ogata said.

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Cooperation With the Police 
Gangsters have been getting bolder and their actions 
more flagrant by this day in the so-called “sakariba” of 


the Metropolis. 


Bands of urchin hoodlums have long been 


familiar and unwelcome sights in the back streets of the 
main amusement and shopping centers like Ginza, Asakusa, 
Shinjuku, Shibuya and Ikebukuro, and now they have ex- 


tended their activities even 


to some of the residential 


quarters near small stations on suburban railway lines. 
At the lowest level these street vermin are pimps, 

buyers of pachinko prizes, ticket scalpers, purveyors of 

“protection” and the like, while higher up, they are nar- 


cotics peddlers, bandits, gamblers and murderers. 


Under 


their bosses, they have recently been expanding their oper- 
ations tremendously, and have had a big pool of discontent- 
ed, rebellious youth from which to draw gang material. 
Usually operating under respectable fronts, many of 
these gangs have developed tie-ups with legitimate busi- 
nesses, but the nature of their work has not changed a 


whit. 


This was emphasized dramatically in the Yokoi in- 


cident in which the Ando gang of Shibuya was brought 
into a business quarrel by one of the parties it had some 
connection with and its gunmen shot the president of a 


steamship company in his Ginza office. 


What was interest- 


ing was that the victim himself had had dealings with the 


Same gang in the past. 


This incident drew public attention to the problem of 
gang expansion and sparked a wholesale police en 


against gangsters. Men who had been wanted for cri 


es for 


months were thrown into jail in a series of mass arrests all 
over the city,-which showed that the police always knew 


where these otitlaws had been. 


People drew a sigh of re- 


lief at this sign of long awaited police action but wondered 


how long it would last. 


The police are undoubtedly to be criticized for their 
Jaxity in the past and their spirit of coexistence with cri- 


minals, yet the fault lies, in 


a greater measure, with the 


politicians and the people who have denied them coopera- 
tion and even hampered therm. 

Ordinary citizens, intimidated by hoodlums, have re- 
fused to report the incidents in which they are involved. 
Civic organizations have remained indifferent to their prob- 
lems. In the meantime, motion picture studios have glamor- 
ized gangs and youthful rebellions against authority, and 
newspapers and especially magazines have plaved up the 
gangiand bosses, AHelittling the efforts of the police to trap 


them. 


The Government and the lawmakers have also failed 
to back up the police by giving the nation laws with teeth 


in them which would enable the court to 
-hind the bars. and keep them there. 


put criminals be- 


Gangsterism, fostered by the confusion of postwar 
Japan, is fast becoming a major problem in our society. To 
fight it, of course, is a task with which the police is charg- 
ed. To win this war, however, the police must secure the 
cooperation of the people—the public, the motion picture 
studios, the newspapers, the Diet, the political parties and 


civic groups such as management organizations, 
Scouts, women’s groups and the like.

If all these groups 


cooperated, they could carry on a vigorous campaign which 
would sweep gangsterism into obscurity for years to come.

In foreign countries fireworks displays are usually limit- 
ed to special commemorative events, but in Japan they are

own sake and even wax poetic about the “flowers of fire.” 

On almost any warm summer evening there is some 
well-chosen place where people are gazing at the sky for 
the thrilling moments when the rockets burst in their 


breathtaking loveliness. 


It is a sobering thought, however, that human lives 
have been sacrificed for this transitory pleasure. 

Not such a pleasant scene was the explosion last Wed- 
nesday afternoon at a fireworks factory in Fuchu, in the 


western outskirts of Tokyo.

Four workers were blown to 
Seven others died after hours of horrible suffering. 


And still two others were hideously maimed for life. 
That was the third such dis&ster at Fuchu in four and 

a half years, bringing that one company’s toll up to 30 

dead and 30 injured. Obviously the place is due for ap in- 


vestigation. 


But no one manufacturer is to be singled out.

Traqi Republic Recognized; Diet Takes Up Middle East Issue 


Japan took steps Thursday to 
recognize the new Iraqi re 
yublic under the revolutionary 
Caderiiiio of Brig. Gen. Abdel 
Karim Kassem as the legitimate 
Government of that country. 
The same decision was reached 
one day earlier by West Ger- 
many, Turkey, Iran and Paki- 
stan, the latter three countries 
being signatories to the Bagh- 
dad Pact. 

Though the internal political 
stability of Iraq is thus gaining 
international recognition, the 
Mideast crisis itself, which 
was touched off by the Iraqi 
coup and the subsequent Anglo- 
American landings in Lebanon 
and Jordan, remained unresolv- 
ed during the past week. 

While international politics 
revolved around the possible 
date and place of a summit 
meeting on the Mideast issue, 
the Japanese Diet opened a 
session of the Lower House 
foreign affairs committee Mon- 
day, . primarily to study. the 
Middle Fast situation. 

In his opening address, 
Foreign Minister Alichiro Fuji- 
yama said any attempt to sup- 
press Arab nationalism would 
prove self-defeating because it 
would drive the Arab coun- 
tries into the Communist orbit. 
He also conducted a  post- 
mortem on Japan's Mideast 
plan, which was vetoed by the 
Soviet Union July 22. 

U.N. Request 

Other main topics in the 
three-day session of the Diet 
committee were (1) U.N, 
Charter Article 51 and other 


‘Jegal groups for Anglo-Ameri- 


can intervention; (2) alleged 
change of attitude on the part 
of the Government after the 
U.S. landing, and (3) possible 
Japanese participation In a U.N, 
supervisory group for the Mid- 
die East. 

Concerning the last question, 
the Foreign Minister told a 
Socialist interpellator that 
Japan would decline an invita- 
tion to join the supervisory 
group but he admitted the pos- 
sibility of “civilians” being dis- 
patched upon request. The word 
civilians excludes all employes 
of the Defense Agency, regard- 
less of whether they are

Malaya’s Own Navy 


By DON TAYLOR 


Few young countries have 
been so fortunate as the Federa- 
tion of Malaya in having, at the 
very outset of Mmdependence, a 
navy of their own, It is a sm 
navy, but of the highest efficien- 
cy. 

The presence of this young 
navy in troubled Southeast 
Asia will significantly aid the 
stability of the area, and 
Maiaya’s near neighbors will 
certainly benefit by its pres- 
ence, particularly Singapore, 
North Borneo, Brunei and 
Sarawak. ‘ 

How did it come into being? 
The original nucleus was drawn 
from the survivors of the Singa- 

re Roval Navy Volunteer 
Reserve, after Malaya was over- 
run by the Japanese in 1942. 
Eventually these men formed 
the Malayan Naval Force. When, 
in 1948, Singapore was as’ced to 
provide a navy to fight the Com- 
munist terrorists (the Malevan 
Federation formed the army), 
it was built on the Malayan 
Naval Force, eventually becom- 
ing the Royal Malayan’ Navy, 
with the duty of looking after 
Malaya'’s seaward defense as a 
whole, 

On July 1 of this year, the 
Royal Malayan Navy was trans- 
ferred from Singapore to the 
Federation of Malaya. But it 
will continue to be based in 
Singapore until a new base is 
constructed in the federation. 

At the formal handing-over 
ceremony on July 12 the Prime 
Minister of the federation, 
Tunku Abdul Rahman, pointed 
out how the federation was 
equipped to defend itself. He 
said: “We already have a well- 
established army which, but 
for its size, is comparable with

How to cope with the present 
depression is a problem now to 
be tackled in earnest by the 
Covernment, its party and eco- 
nomic circles, First, measures 
to &timulate domestic demand 
to a certain extent are needed 
because the depression is likely 
to remain protected and may 
worsen if things are left as they 
are. Development of exports is 
vital to get out the depression. 
However, under the present 
situation, it will be impossible 
to rely on exports alone in order 
to get out of the depression as 
early as possible. The Govern- 
ment is required to minimize 
its measures to relieve indivi- 
dual, depressed industries such 
as textiles, shipping and. coal 
mining. Instead, the Govern- 
rent should work out an over- 
ail policy for all industries. In- 
custries at the same time are 
required not to suspend produc- 
tion curtailment and rationali- 
zation programs, even if the 
Government policy is enforced 
to cope with the depression.

The 
council's plan is to create four- 
vear colleges exclusively devot- 
edi to training of school teachers 
and to test graduates of other 
colleges if they desire to become 
teachers. The Education Minis« 
try should fully study if. the 
new system will really help turn 
out efficient school teachers, 


the best of any other country 
in the world. We-have begun 
to build wp an air force and 
today we, the Federation of 
Malaya, are taking over the/ 
Royal Malayan Navy, which in 
the past has been developed 
and maintained by our friendly 
neighbor Singapore.” 

These were not boastful 
words. They were the words 
of a man who knows that this 
country has been tried and test- 
ed in the guerrilla war against 
the Communists. Under the 
Defense Agreement Malaya can 
also depend on the aid of Brit- 
ain and other Commonwealth 
friends. Indeed, Britain can 
feel a great measure of pride 
in her contribution toward Ma- 
laya’s national defense pro 
gram. She has not only given 
every help in building up the 
defense forces, including equip- 
ment and training facilities but 
she is also at hand as an ally. 
In short, her former protege 
has emerged into the dangerous 
world of today equipped to de- 
fend her nationhood, and—as a 
member of the Commonwealth 
—asaured of powerful friends. 

The Royal Malayan Navy it- 


self provides an example of re-" 


markable cooperation and 
mutual trust. For all the ves- 
sels, formerly lent to Singapore 
by Britain, have now been pre- 
sented to the federation as a 
gift. 

At present, the senior officers 
are British, but there are also 
some 25 Malayan sublieuten- 
ants and midshipmen (these 
latter being trained at the 
Royal Naval College in Britain) 
who will eventually relieve the 
British officers. There are also 
about 30 British Navy petty 
Officers on loan as instructors. 

A pleasing feature is that the 
ratings of the Roval Malayan 
Navy are of Chinese, Indian and> 
Malayan extraction. In them- 
selves they symbolize Malayan 
nationhood, rising above race, 
for together they have already 
fought for their country against 
the Communists in numerous 
inshore operations supporting 
the Army. Morale is high. 

It is a happy coincidence 
that the federation should take 
over the navy at the point of 
time, for on Aug. 31 the first an- 
niversary of Malayan independ- 
ence will be celebrated. There 
are dangers and problems still 
to be faced, but Malaya is in 
good heart and rightly proud 
of her progress in the past 12 
months, Cooperation between 
Malaya and Britain continues, 
and the cordial relationships 
between these two Common- 
wealth countries—one its 
newest member—are an inspira- 
tion to the democratic world. 
They certainly make sad non- 
sense of the parrot-phrases of 
the self-styled “anti-imperial- 
ists.” (LPS)

Communists Meet 
The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry released 
Monday a statistical survey on 
the purchases of durable con- 
sumers goods in Tokyo in mid- 


May. In a recession, which has 
not affected the consumers 
purchasing power in any ser- 
ious degree thus far, one in 
every four households in To- 
kvVO now possesses a TV set. As 
for electric Washers, the ratio 
was found to be four in 10 
households. 


In the meantime, the Commu- 
nist Party of Japan wound up 
its seventh national congress 
Friday, after electing Sanzo 
Nosaka, central committee chair- 
man, Kenji Miyarnoto, secretary 
general, and 29 other members 
of the central committee. 

The Communists added one 
day to the original 10-day ses- 
sion but they have failed to 
adopt the new political program. 
Only the action program was 
approved. The internal opposi- 
tion in CPJ was more intense 
than outside observers antici- 
pated. 

The Education Ministry an- 
nounced on Friday a plan to 
revise the curriculum for com- 
pulsory education. The plan in- 
corporating the findings made 
by the Curriculum Council, ad- 
visory organ to the Education 
Minister is an extensive attempt 
to eliminate the shortcomings 
of the present educational sys- 
tem of Japan. 

Kimigayo in Schools 

After the opinions of local 
education boards are studied, 
the plan is expected to be fin- 
alized on Oct, 1, Emphasis is 
laid upon moral education, sci- 
ence education, geography and 
history, while the over-all plan 
is made to be more systemati- 
cal. 

The most newsworthy aspects 


of the new pian are teaching 
of the national anthem Kimi- 
gayo from the first grade in 


the elementary school and divi- 
sion of the uppermost grade of 
the junior high school into two 
courses—one for those who 
want to enter higher schools 
and the other for those who 
want to seek jobs upon gradua- 
tion. 

The decision in favor of 
teaching of the national anthem 
has been long overdue. The de- 
lay cannot be explained but for 
the leftist sentiments among 
the members of the Japan 
Teachers Union. 

The division into the higher 
study course and the job train- 
ing course has also been criti- 
cized by the Japan Teachers 
Union. But JTU and other cri- 
tics have overlooked the fact 
that the very outcome of the 
postwar educational reform, 
which is based upon the idea 
of “equality of opportunity for 
alk” has necessitated this 
clumsy division, 

Cramming Inevitable 

The “reformed” education has 
brought the level of learning in 
secondary education so low that 
cramming is becoming inevi- 
table in senior high schools. To 
protect pupils from overwork, 
some preparatory measure in 
junior high school has become 
necessary. At present, many 
aspi ing high school students 
can not afford to take more than 
four hours of sleep a day in 
some semesters. 

The Japan Teachers Union, 
which is opposing teachers’ effi- 
ciency rating as well as the pro- 
posed revision in curriculum, 
wound up its extraordinary con- 
vention on July 27. 

The dispute over the election 
of officers forced the 17th regu- 
lar convention to adjourn and 
the extraordinary convention 
picked up where the former ses- 
sion ioft off. Sadamitsu Miya- 
noha:.a, representing a slightly 
modepate faction, was elected 
new ‘retary general, beating 
his more radical rival Miyoshi 
Hiragaki. 

The motion to secede from the 
International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions was not ap- 
proved. Though the ayes num- 
bered 244 as against 170 nays, 
the former did not reach the 
majority of the number of dele 
gates to the convefition.

Daidarabotchi 


Many regions of the country 
have tales of great giants who 
are called by the strange name 
of daidarabotchi or dairabotchi. 
The Daita bridge at Daita in the 
Tokyo suburb, is said to have 
been first built by a daidara- 
botchi, Onuma (big pond) in 
the Sagami plain, Kanagawa, 
was made by a giant when he 
attempted to carry Mt, Fuji on 
his shoulders, it is said, As he 
stretched his legs for this great 
effort, one of his feet went deep 
into the soil and made this 
pond, 

In the Matsumoto plain, Shi- 
nano, there is a so-called daida- 
rabotchi’s footstep. The depres- 
sion there is 15 feet long, 10 
feet wide and two feet deep. 
About a mile away there js an- 
other foot mark of the same 
size. So his stride measures a 
mile. 

The strange name of daidara- 
botchi is believed to have de- 
veloped from Daitaro (big son), 
a name often given to an un- 
usually big and strong boy. In 
Kyushu there is a tradition 
that a boy named Daita who 
possessed tremendous physical 
strength was born between a 
kami (god) and a beautiful 
maiden. 

Therg are many tales of 
daidarabotchi carrying huge 
mountains and the earth falling 
down from the mountains he 
carried forming small mdoun- 
tains. 

There is a story in connec- 
tion with the origin of the name 
of the town of Taka in Harima 
(Hyogo). Daidarabotchi found 
that the sky was so low every- 
4yhere that he had to crawl 
4iong, being unable to stand up. 
But when he came to this place, 
the sky was high, and he could 
stand up. Joyfully he shouted 
“takai” (high), and go the piace 
came to be called Taka. 

In Okinawa, it is said that at 
the beginning humans crawled 
along like frogs, but finding it 
uncomfortable, the heavenly 
giant stood on a firm rock, and 
hoisted up the sky with his 
hands. His foot prints on the 
rock are still seen, it is said. 

West of Umaya, Hitachi, 
there is a hill called Okushi, 
which is made by shells the 
giant took out of the sea and 
threw away after eating the 
meat. His foot mark is also left 
there.

U.N. Proves Its Worth

The Security Council of the 
United Nations adjourned after 


a week's well-publicized and 
valuable discussion of the 
U.S.-British intervention in 


Lebanon and Jordan, Although 
the council failed to agree upon 
any of the formulas proposed 
for dealing with the problems 
that provoked the intervention, 
the U.N, emerged from the first 
phase of its effort to do so with 
the heightened respect of the 
apprehensive peoples of the 
world. 

One cannot say with assur- 
ance that it prevented war, 
since it is now apparent that 
no one warited or seriously con- 
templated war. What the U.N. 
did was to afford the principal 
antagonists—the United States 
and the Soviet Union—a public 
platform from which to present 


evidence that neither of them 
Wanted war. 
It also enabled the other 


members of the council to 
uphold the right of the U.N, to 
deal with the problems in ac- 
cordance with the charter, The 
United States and Russia pre 
sented evidence of their peace- 
able attitude not only through 
what their chief delegates said 
but by recognizing the obliga- 
tion and accepting the oppor- 
tunity to say it, and by saying 
it in a relatively calm manner. 

The United States was in a 
dificult position, since it ap- 
peared to have bypassed the 
U.N, investigating commission. 
The U.N. deliberations enabled 
Lodge to explain that this was 
not the intent of his Govern- 
ment. They also enabled other 
members of the council to ex- 
press pointed criticisms of the 
intervention. That they did so 
was a healthy exhibition of 
independent thinking. 

No great power should ven- 
ture to rely upon sychophancy 
or Weakness in lesser powers 
to prevent criticism of its ac- 
tions. That no state appeared 
to feel unfree to criticize would 
seem to indicate that it Is not 
U.S. policy to attempt to com- 
pel any government's acquies- 
cence with its views, ‘ though 
may at times be 
deemed justifiable. 

The contribution of Japan to 
the formula-finding process 
was important and practical. 
Koto Matsudaira suceeeded in 
quietly representing the Asian 
point of view as to the neces- 
sity of consideration of nation-

al independence and sentiment 
without challenging either the 
integrity of the American ex- 
planation or the invalidity of 
the Russian charge that the 
U.S.’ had not fully stated its 
motivation. 


In the absence of India, for 
whom it seemed painfully evi- 
dent that Nationalist China was 
an ineffective substitute, Japan 
found, and used without osten- 
tation, the opportunity to dem- 
onstrate the actuality of her 
policy of cooperation with other 
nations of Asia as well as with 
the United States, and her 
firm desire that peace be main- 
tained, 

Perhaps the most impressive 
personage at the council ses- 
sions was Secretary General 
Hammarskjoid. He may well 
have felt that the Swedish re- 
solution to suspend the opera- 
tions of the investigating Ccom- 
mission was justified. jut he 
showed the extraordinary states- 
manship that has distinguished 
his career by holding firmly to 
the necessity of continuing and 
enlarging the commission. In 
debate his remarks were co- 
gent, incisive and inspiring of 
confidence, 

At this writing the world is 
awaiting the second round in 


the debate. It promises to be 
more realistic than the first 
round, during ,which all mem- 
hers of the council except 


Sobolev steered clear of the two 
great underlymg forces in the 
Middie Eastern situation: na- 
tionalism and oil. Since the 
Soviet delegate descended to in- 
vective and unauthenticated 
charges in reference to these 
matters, he muddied rather than 
cleared the already murky 
waters. 

But such questions as wheth- 
er Chamoun and King Hussein 
truly represent the peoples of 
Lebanon and Jordan are surely 
more important than their re- 
quests for help, in a long-run 
settlement. Neither the U5. 
nor Britain attempted to deal 
with this factor, Likewise, 
neither saw fit to present the 
very substantial and legitimate 
interests of their peoples in oil 
concession® which they believe 
to be threatened. 

This reticence on dynamic is- 
sues tended to give the debate 
an overly legalistic and some- 
what superficial tone, The U.N, 
will be little more than a forum 
for delaying maneuvers until 
it gets down to the bed rock of 
underlying causes of conflict.

A while back on the FEN 
there was a wonderful sentence 
or two about Japanese-Ameri- 
can reiationships. Make friends 
with the Japanese and get to 
learn about Japan, also invite 


them to your homes. How 
praiseworthy are these words 
but unfortunately, there is a 


drawback. 

In a certain billet-housing 
area, the Japanese visitors are 
cross-examined by the security 
guards as to the purpose of their 
visit. A short life history must 
be given and the American, who 
is being visited, must confirm 
the visit. This same procedure 
may also apply to all these 
areas, 


Just the other day a friend 
of mine came to visit me and 
I was required to sign a new 
kind of form, Kept at the guard 
box, permitting the Japanese 
person to visit. I called a cer- 
tain number and asked what 
authority compelled such action. 
The answer was “the guards 
wanted it so.” Just who are 
these security guards to set up 
rules regarding visitor's per- 
mits? Im quite sure wunau- 
thorized persons do not force 


an entry into American sections 
for such restrictions to be in. 
posed. I've never heard of anv. 
It seems, at this particular 
time when the Americans are 
guests of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, a little consideration 
should be given these people 
and not subject them to this 
third degree. The time for 
such strict control of visitors 
should have been during the 
occupation (which incidentally 
at that time, no questions were 
asked of anyone when visiting, 
the doors were wide open at ail 
hours of the day and night) and 
not at this time when Japan is 
a nation alongside the others. 
Why preach pretty speeches 
about friendships and never 
put them into practice? How 
can these people understand 
such actions which are contra- 
dictory to each other.
